The personal attendance of 
applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent arv) Trademark Office is unnecessary, The-action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively 
on the written record in the Office. No attention v/ill be fiid to any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or 
doubt.

The Interview Summary Form shall be given an appropriate paper number, placed in tfie right hand portion of the file, and listed on the "Contents" list on the file 
wrapper. In a pf^rsonal inter^'iew, the duplicate copy of the Form is removed and given to the applicant (or attorney or agent) at the conclusion of the interview. In the 
case of a teleph^^nic inter/iew, the copy is mailed to the applicant's correspondence address either with or prior to the next official communication

-An indicati^f^ whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of ttie agreement uf^ay be by attachment of a copy 
of amendments or claims agi-eed as being allowable). (Agreements as to allowability are tentative and do not resu^^-i further action by the examiner to the 
contran/.) 

-The signal' jr;^ of the examiner who conducted the interview 
-Names of oi-^er Patent and Trademark Office personnel present. 

The Form a'so contains a statement reminding the applicant of his responsibtlily to record the substance of the inte'vew 

It is desireable that the nxaminer orally remind the applicant of his obligation to record the substance of the inten/^rv. in c"i^-h '^qse unless both atipi'cant and 
examiner agree that the examiner v^ill record same. Where the examiner agrees to record the substance of the interviev.-. or -h^n 't is adequately record^^d on the 
Form or in an attachment to the Fomi. the examiner should ch^ck a box at the bottofn of the Form informing the appl'cant that hq no^d not supplement thn Form by 
submitting a separate record of the substance of the inter^'lev/.

If the record is 
complete and accurate, the examiner should place the indication "Inten/iew record OK" on the paper recording the suhstpr^e nf the i^ten/iew along v/ith the date and 
the examiner's Initials.
